adjourned further hearing of the mat- 
ter till May 24. By that time, it is 
believed, the railway commission will 
have been appointed. The sequel to 
this political pot pourri is subject to 
the will of the governor.

Crawford mining bill came from the

actly as it should be. The members 
voted on the bill are right. The en- 
rolling work was where the damage 
was done, and it looks as though it 
was done intentionally. It'is hard to 
imagine that the alteration could 
have been made unintentionally. The 
engrossed bill says it shall apply only 
to mines generating noxious 'gases, 
while as enrolled it reads that it shall 
net apply to mines generating noxious 
gases. The enrolling was done on the 
house side. It is a penitentiary vof- 
fense to purposely alter a bill.

Secretary of State Laylin, in a state- 


ment Issued concerning the Sawickl 
law, imposing a tax on automobiles, 
followfng the advice of the attorney 
general says he will incur no further 
liability until tbjfe validity of the''law 
shall have been determined. ^Ir. Lay- 
lin says the law is unconstitutional 
for three reasons, according to the 
opinion of the attorney general: ft is 
not uniform in its operation; it de- 
prives municipalities of the- power to 
regulate the use of its streets as to a 
certain class of vehicles; its provis- 
ions are indefinite aiid uncertain. 


This act, thus rendered abortive, is 


the direct result of procrastination so 
common in legislatures.

sarily vital, was found in the Tinker 
bi'l relating to registiation of voters 
by affidavit if absent the regular reg- 
istration (lays. The act requires that 
the affidavit shall be filed with the 
clerk of the board of elections and if 
the clerk is satisfied, "he shall file the 
affidavit and make registration of such 
person in the registrars." 


Of course "registers" is meant, but 


the bill was written "registrars."

blunder or failed to realize that a reg- 
ister is a book or record .and a regis- 
trar a human being who registers 
things in the record.

is an error in the Espy 
bill 
relat- 


ing to punishment for violation of the 
registration laws found by the proof- 
reading clerks in the secretary of 
state's office.

fers to section 3926 (W.). As there is 
no such section as 3926 (W.) the error 
will not cause any trouble.

case the enrolled law follows the en- 
grossed copy exactly.

County auditors who failed to col- 


lect the fee on school funds before the 
legislature repealed the section of the 
statutes giving them the extra fee lose 
out, together with Eugene L. Lewis, 
former auditor of Hamilton county, 
who tested the matter in the courts. 
Lewis sued to compel the payment to 
him of an additional fee of two-tenths 
of 1 per cent of the school tax as col- 
lected under a recent construction of 
the fee laws. He claimed this addi- 
tional fee for three and one-half years. 
The supreme court dismissed his peti- 
tion on the ground that all compensa- 
tion must be deducted when the coun- 
ty auditor makes his settlement with 
the. auditor of state, and that no fee 
can be collected after the distribution 
of the taxes has been made.

Lewis can get nothing for the years 
1902-3-4 and half of 1905, for the rea- 
son that distribution'was made when 
the courts decided that, under the act 
of 19j)2, auditors were entitled in the 
larger counties-to an additional two- 
tenths of 1 per cent and in the smaller 
counties four-tenths of 1 per cent on 
the school taxes.

court In the Elyria, street paving the 
syllabus discloses that City ordinances 
do not have to state the kind of ma- 
terial to be used, but can.go at it 
blind; and second, that the Burns law 
requiring the money to be in the treas- 
ury before a contract is awarded does 
not apply to street improvements.
